FO 22 He laſt night I had notice that meltons 
? Regiment was Quartercd in warke 
Barony at Preſton, Leermouth,Warke and 
Minarwn ; it was tyclve of the Clock 
at night before the intelligence came 
to 'me: whereupon, I immediately 
cauſed the Guards to be ſtrengthned 
and doubled, my Scours attending untill this morning for 
more perfe& informarion, that 1 might advertiſe you of 
it, It is now confirmed by one that was this morning a« 
mongſt them, that there is/ſix Colours of Horſe, which 
were drawing out, and the Drums beating for the calling 
out of ſome Companies of Foot, which alſo are come 
over, but the certain number of Foot Icannor as yet learn, 
but ſuppaſethem eo be a part of the Lord Maltlands Re» 
giment, whichlay at Ca{freame. I ſhall endeavour to keep 
my Quarters hcreabours, untill I receive further orders 
from you. 1 am-now drawing my whole Regimentinto 
roller, having heard for certain, as I was now writing, 
that a great Body of the Encmies Foot, and very many 
Troops of Horſe advanced over. Barwick Bridge yelſter- 
day, and were as far as Hezgeſten: it is conceived they 
will forthwith march towards Be{forae, for they arc 
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Quartered on the Engliſh {ide ; you will plcaſe to take 
theſe things into a preſent conſideration, and afford a pre« 
ſent anſwer to,

Y have had notice of the railing of this 
Army delired by the- Parliament of

mation of Religion, the true Honour and happincſle. of 
the King, and the publique Peace and liberty of His Do- 
minions ; yetthat it may appear both to you and all the 
World, how unwilling we are to make a. forcible uſe of 
thoſe Arms we have been conſtrained (by the diſappoint- 
mem of all other means of ſafety) to take up ; We the 
Commitſſoners and. Committees of both Kingdoms have 
thought:

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thought fie ; beſides that Declaration (a Copy whercof 
wo herewith ſcnd) lately emitted in-che name of the King 
dom of 5:otlane for the ſacisfaRtion of the people, con- 
ccrning the entrance of this their Army, to take more par- 
ticular notice of you the chick Gentlemen and Command- 
ers, hoping likewiſc, that things of ſo great and conſider- 
able conſequence will fgde with you, ach entertainment 
as may anſwer the weight and importance of them, 

We will not ſo much wrong the Cauſe we have under- 
taken, as 10 go about, after ſo many cvident demonſtra- 
tions of the necefhity of our preſcne poſture, rodiſpurc it 
with you, but rather inſtcad of arguments, we think it 
rcaſonable to acquaint you with our well weighed recſolu- 
tions, which arc, through the aſhſtance of that God in 
whole cauſe we arc ingaged, and whoſe ſtrengrh alone we 
truſt in, with our utmoſt induſtry and hazard, to endea- 
your the prevention of that imminent danger nat ancly of 
corruption but of ruine, which we ſce cvidently intended 
to the true Proteſtant Religion by the Popiſh and Prelatis- 
call fa&tion, who never wanted will, but now think they 
want not ſtrength and opportunity to accompliſh it, as- 
alſo the.reſcuing His Majeſtics Perſon: and Honour ſo 
deeply and unhappily intangled in the Counſells and Pra- 
Aiſes of them, whoſe aQions ſpeak their ends to be little 
better then Popery and Tyranny, and the redecming the 
Peace and Liberty of his Dominions, in which-the I:iſh 
Rebellion, and the ſad and unnaturall diviſions in E-g/and 
have made fo great a breach, 

To theaccompliſhment of theſe ſo juſt and honourable 
delignes, we have reaſon to _ theconcurrence of all 
men whocither owe or pretend a due love to their Reli-- 
gion, King, and Countrey, and ſhaltbe very ſory to want.

grounds ſhall ſo far prevaile with you, asito reckon us in 
the number of yourEnemics(which certainly weare notzifo | 
you be friends to thoſe ends mentionedin our Covenant) 
and ifinſtcad of that concurrence with us, which we wiſh, 
and hope to deſerve, wefinde from you oppoſition and 
AQs of hoſtility ; the Law of nature, and your own rea» 
ſon will tell yon what you are to expeR. 

Wc oncly adde,that thoughit will not a little trouble us, 
to ſee men withſtanding not onely us, but their own good 
and happineſle. Yet it doth in good meaſure ſatisfic us, 
that we have not negleRed this or any other means to 

"the beſt of our power, or underſtanding, topreventthole 
inconveniences and miſchicfs that may ariſe from thoſe 
As of force, which we ſhall be neceflatated unto.

YZ you this Anlwer, 

That withour the fight of that 
Letter we could not have been induced by any fly- 
ing rumors to belecye, thatthe Scortith Nation, 
or the preyailing party for the preſent in that Na. 
tion, would haye attempted an Inyafion of Eng- 
land, ſocontrary to the Laws of God, of Nations, 
of both Kingdoms, and —_— to thelate Act 
of Pacification; ſo oppolite to their Allegiance 
and gratitude to His Majeſty, tothat neighbour. 
ly loye which they pretend, to that diſcreet care 
which they ſhould have oftheir own ſafety. 

We could not otherwiſe haye imagined thar 
they who by His Majeſtics goodneſle cnjoy a [cr- 
tlemenc 


tlement of their Church and Stare, according to 
their own deſires, ſhoald necdleſly and ingratetul- 
ly imbroyle themſelves ina buſineſſethar concerns 
them nor, forfeitrheir Rights, diſoblige His Ma- 

jelty, and hazard the loſle of their preſent happi-

No Order of any Committee or Committees 
whatſocver of Men or Angeils,. can give-them 
powerto March into the Bowels of another King- 
dom, tq make offenfive Warre againſt cheir naruz 
rall Soveraign, upon the enzpty pretence of Eyill 
Counccllors, who could never yet benamed.
